Recent  studies  by  Prof.  T.  V.  Buttrey  and  by  the  cataloguer  prove 
that  two  distinct  varieties  of  the  first  type  (PAT.  97)  Souvenir  Peso 
exist,  despite  the  small  number  struck.  The  first  type  (la-1)  has  the 
top  left  serif  of  the  “V”  slightly  below  the  upper  right  of  the  “U”.  It 
also  has  the  “V”  and  “E”  connected.  In  LIBERTAD  the  lower  right 
serif  of  “A”  is  slightly  above  the  lower  left  of  “D”.  On  the  reverse  the 
“C’s”  are  open  and  the  “E’s”  have  very  long  bottom  bars. 

The  second  type  (la-2)  has  the  “V”  serifs  even  with  or  slightly 
above  the  nearby  serifs  of  “U’  and  “E”.  The  “A”  serif  is  trying  to  get 
below  the  “D”.  The  reverse  has  “C’s”  which  are  much  more  closed.  The 
bottom  bar  of  the  “E”  is  only  slightly  longer  than  the  top  bar  and  the 
right  side  of  the  “A’s”  have  practically  no  outside  serifs. 

The  third  lot  following,  while  not  so  described,  is  a copper  pattern 
which  combines  the  first  obverse  with  the  second  reverse.  As  such,  it  is 
an  interesting  link  between  the  two  varieties  of  the  PAT.  97  peso.  The 
cataloguer  finds  it  difficult  to  believe  that  more  than  a very  few  of 
these  can  exist.

HOW  AN  AUCTION  SALE  WORKS 


Perhaps  you  have  wondered  just  how  my  auction  sales  of  coins 
really  work.  If  you  have,  this  is  what  happens. 

A large  collection  or  a group  of  small  collections  are  consigned 
by  their  owners  to  be  sold  at  the  best  prices  possible.  I then  assemble 
the  coins  in  a reasonable  order,  making  lots  of  one  or  more  coins, 
as  I determine  the  buyer  will  prefer.  I then  describe  and  catalog  the 
lots,  valuing  them  on  a sensible  basis  and  have  picture  plates  made 
for  some  of  the  outstanding  pieces.  Several  thousand  catalogs  are 
printed  and  mailed  to  prospective  buyers.  Each  catalog  has  a BID 
SHEET  for  the  buyer  to  use  along  with  a return  envelope. 

When  the  BID  SHEETS  are  received  they  are  numbered  in  the 
order  of  their  receipt  and  the  bids  posted  in  a master  BID  BOOK. 
On  the  date  of  the  sale,  the  BID  BOOK  is  checked  and  the  high 
bidder,  at  a normal  advance  over  the  second  high  bidder,  has  his 
bids  offered  against  the  floor  at  the  public  sale. 

At  the  Public  Sale,  the  master  BID  BOOK  bids  against  the 
floor  bidders  present  in  the  auction  room  on  the  sale  date. 

Valuations  are  estimates  of  the  value  of  each  lot.  They  are 
sometimes  less  than  catalog  values  because  of  condition.  Often  they 
are  the  standard  catalog  value.  Frequently  they  are  higher  or  much 
higher  because  current  markets  for  these  rarities  far  exceed  the 
values  given  in  available  reference  works. 

A final  word  — the  offering  of  ridiculously  low  bids  that  are 
only  10%  to  20%  of  the  estimate  of  value  is  a waste  of  time.  Many 
dealers  place  a standing  order  for  various  types  of  material  at  prices 
ranging  up  to  100%  or  more  of  the  estimates. 

Govern  yourself  accordingly,  and  do  enjoy  this  great  hobby.
